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FOHEWOBD 


first  yearbook  in  the  history  of  St*  Mich- 
ael's College  was  published  in  1910  to  eoomem- 
orate  the  graduation  of  the  first  students  who 
took  their  university  lectures  at  the  College t 
and  to  record  the  outstanding  athletic  successes 
of  that  year* 

The  founding  editor  was  a  member  of  the  gradu- 
ating class.  Michael  Joseph  Oliver t  who  later 
as  a  Basilian  priest  on  the  college  staff  re* 
mined  closely  associated  with  the  yearbook 
through  volume  13.  1923.    Be  received  help  in 
the  preparation  of  this  volume  from  an  ex- 
perienced journalist.  Cornelius  Francis  Don- 
ovan, later  a  priest  in  the  Archdiocese  of 
Chicago.  Until  192***  the  editor  was  always  a 
aeaber  of  the  senior  class.  In  that  year  the 
junior  class  accepted  the  responsibility  of 
publishing  voluse  l*f. 

In  1913  the  yearbook  was  first  given  a  dis- 
tinctive title.  "The  Echo".  This  was  dropped 
in  191**  and  it  was  not  until  1932  that  another 
distinctive  title  was  adopted,  "The  Thurible". 
In  1952*  this  was  dropped,  to  be  revived  in 
1936  when  the  publication  was  changed  from  a 
record  of  student  activities  to  a  "student- 
alumi  review".  Publication  was  suspended 
after  the  outbreak  of  World  War  II,  1939-19i*5* 
and  the  yearbook  was  replaced  by  a  reprint  of 
the  St.  Michael* s  pages  in  "Torontonensis" 
with  some  additional  matter. 


When  the  first  yearbook  was  published  St. 

Michaelfs  College  had  two  departments,  one 

for  Arts  and  one  for  High  School.  The  yearbook 
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an  undertaking  of  the  students  in  the  Arte 
Department 9  so  ouch  so  that  in  the  second  is* 
sue  the  high  school  classes  vera  listed  accord- 
ing to  the  year  in  which  successful  students 
aigfct  expect  to  graduate  free  university f  e.g., 
First  Tear  High  School  was  not  First  Academic 
hut  Class  fl8.  Ike  write-up  on  the  yearbook 
staff  ift  voluse  19 9  1928 ,  noted*  "This  yearf 
for  the  first  ti«e*  the  College  School  is 
compiling  its  own  division  of  the  Tear  Bock* 
entirely  apart  frcs  the  usual  Jurisdiction  of 
Arts." 

When  the  Arts  students  suspended  publication 
of  "The  Thurible**  the  High  School  students 
adopted  this  title  for  a  yearbook  devoted  ex- 
clusively to  their  activities*  beginning  with 
19^*  After  the  High  School  Department  moved 
to  its  own  campus,  the  name  was  changed  to 
"The  Tower".  The  1972  issue  of  this  bock 
continues  the  record  of  high  school  activities 
begun  in  1910*  The  association  of  the  present 
director  of  "The  Tower"*  Father  Maurice  Francis 
Vhelan*  with  this  yearbook*now  has  passed  the 
nufiber  of  years  Father  Oliver  was  associated 
with  the  yearbook  he  founded.
